A colorless candidate upon a plat-

Although not responsible for the record 
of his party, he is saddled with it, and 
cannot throw offthe burden. Thit 
record is one of corruption and extrav- 
agance, and the convention at Cinciu 
nati has done no act that might be con. 
sidered as an apology for that record, 
or as committing the party to a differ- 
entcareer in the future. Personally 
the ticket will cut little figure in the 
esmpaign, which will be conducted ag- 
gressively against the republican party, 
with the view of putting an end to the 
series of unworthy administrations 
which it has inflicted upon the country.

The partisan 
managers at Cincinnati have done 
what the majority in the house 
of representatives have spent six 
months in trying but utterly failing to 
do. They have opened the way to a 
change in the party having possession 
of the government. Whether their

REYNOLDS’ RESIDENCE. 


He Explains His Good Luck in Texas. 
> Telegram to the Constitution. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—General 
Jos. T. Reynolds is before the commit-
